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Preface. 


Having  found  it  impossible  to  prepare  a revised  edition  of  my  “GENEA- 
LOGICAL Notes,”  I have  printed  this  Second  Part,  containing  merely  such 
additions  and  corrections  as  have  been  received  to  date. 

With  all  my  labor  some  pedigrees  are  still  defective  or  un-authenticated ; in 
the  words  of  a brother  genealogist,  “This  is  due  to  no  lack  of  diligence  on  my 
part,  but  simply  to  the  inadvertence  of  those  who  could  have  furnished  infor- 
mation but  did  not  — of  which  fact  those  negligent  ones  can  readily  assure 
themselves  by  examining  their  portfolios  for  unanswered  letters.”  With  this 
volume  I must  take  my  leave  of  the  work,  other  duties  having  imperative 
claims  upon  my  time;  but  if  at  any  future  date  some  liberal  member  of  the 
family  connexion  should  become  sufficiently  interested  to  meet  the  expense  of 
a completely  revised  and  properly  illustrated  and  annotated  edition  (about 
$1,000 ),  I will  be  happy  to  render  him  any  assistance  in  my  power  and  allow 
him  to  use  any  or  all  of  the  material  I have  collected. 

I may  note  that  a revised  edition,  say  of  one  hundred  copies,  of  any  par- 
ticular pedigree,  could  be  printed  at  a comparatively  small  expense.  My  object 
in  printing  the  Notes  was  to  preserve  from  loss  such  records  as  I had  col- 
lected ; having  before  my  eyes  the  fate  of  an  extensive  collection  of  material 
for  the  history  of  the  Thomas  family,  made  by  one  of  its  most  honored 
members,  which  being  left  in  MSS.  has  entirely  disappeared. 

From  the  handsome  manner  in  which  they  were  printed  some  persons  mis- 
took their  character,  and  supposed  them  to  be  put  forth  as  a finality  and  every 
statement  contained  therein  to  be  guaranteed  by  the  compiler.  This  was  an 
error  my  careful  language  should  have  prevented. 

Wherever  a fact  is  authenticated  by  a definite  date  I do  warrant  it  to  be 
of  authority ; but  where  I have  used  such  expressions  as  “ supposed  to  be  a 
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cadet  of  such  and  such  a family,"  or  “arms  borne  by  the  family,”  of  course  I 
only  mean  exactly  what  I say,  and  in  no  sense  endorse  the  statement,  except 
as  a matter  of  supposition. 

The  cost  of  printing  the  Notes  having  far  exceeded  my  expectations  1 was 
unable  to  print  my  authorities  in  connection  with  the  text;  in  this  Second 
hart  I give  a summary  of  the  sources  from  which  each  pedigree  is  drawn.  The 
Fac-similes  inserted  may  be  depended  upon,  as  the  compiler  himself  traced 
them,  and  with  the  greatest  care.  The  process  employed  was  the  only  one 
possible  to  be  used,  except  at  an  expense  which  was  not  justified  by  the  subscrip- 
tions to  the  book.  They  may  be  considered  permanent,  unless  exposed  for  a 
long  continued  time  to  bright  sunlight,  which  will  of  course  destroy  all  Aniline 
colors.

Although  the  Puritans  only  numbered 
107  men  they  inflicted  so  severe  a defeat  on  their  enemies  that  their  annalist 
says,  “ After  the  battle  our  men  were  so  tired  with  watching  and  anxiety  that 
the  guards  set  over  the  prisoners  fell  asleep  at  their  posts ; yet  the  Catholics 
were  so  disheartened  by  their  defeat,  that  no  one  of  them  attempted  to  escape.” 
■“  Hammond  vs.  Heamans,”  a contemporary  pamphlet  by  one  of  the  Governor’s 
party,  notes  that  “three  days  after  the  battle  Capt.  Fuller,  Wm.  Burgees, 
Richard  Evans,  Leo.  Strong,  Wm.  Durand,  Roger  Heamans,  John  Brown,  John 
Cuts.  Richard  Smith,  one  Phomas,  (Philip  Thomas),  one  Bestone,  Sampson 
Warren,  Thomas  Meares,  and  one  Crouch,  sat  as  a council  of  war,  condemned 
a number  of  the  prisoners  to  die,  and  executed  four  of  them.

WILLIAM  SHIPLEY  b.  in  1693,  in  Leicestershire,  England;  early  in 
1725  sailed  from  Bristol,  England,  and  came  to  Philadelphia.  He  settled  first 
at  Ridley,  in  Delaware  County,  Pennsylvania.  In  1735  he  purchased  twelve 
acres  of  land  in  Willingtown,  Delaware,  and  removed  there  with  his  family  in 
the  fall  of  the  same  year.  A man  of  wealth,  enterprise  and  influence,  and  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends  ; he  exerted  himself  successfully  in 
behalf  of  the  little  town  in  which  he  lived.

Soon  after  her  marriage  she  had  a dream,  in  which  she 
supposed  herself  to  be  traveling  on  horseback  with  a guide  some  distance  from 
her  home,  through  a wild,  unsettled  region  of  country;  coming  to  the 
summit  of  a little  hill  a beautiful  landscape  lay  before  her,  and  her  guide  told 
her  that  she  was  to  remove  there  with  her  husband,  and  they  would  become 
the  instruments  of  great  benefits  to  the  place  and  people.  Several  years 
afterwards,  traveling  on  a religious  mission  to  the  Friends  on  the  peninsula 
between  the  Delaware  and  Chesapeake  Bays,  she  passed  by  the  little  town  of 
Willingtown  ; the  road  crossed  a hill  on  the  west  of  the  town,  and  when  she 
reached  its  summit,  through  a vista  in  the  woods,  she  saw  the  landscape  of 
her  dream.  On  her  return  home  she  persuaded  her  husband  to  visit  the  place, 
and  his  sagacious  eye  noting  the  capabilities  of  the  situation,  decided  him  to 
remove  there.  In  the  fall  of  077'  >n  the  darkest  days  of  the  American 
Revolution,  she  was  confined  to  her  bed  with  her  last  illness.  One  evening  a 
few  friends  being  by  her  bedside,  she  desired  her  nurse  to  raise  her  up,  and 
addressed  the  company  on  the  existing  state  of  public  affairs  and  the  genera' 
distress  of  the  country,  ending  with  this  prophecy  ; “ But  I have  seen,  in  the 

light  of  the  Lord,  that  the  invader  of  our  land  shall  be  driven  back  ; for  the 
arm  that  is  mighty  to  save  and  able  to  deliver  from  the  hand  of  the 
oppressor,  is  stretched  forth  for  the  deliverance  of  this  nation,  which,  I am 
firm  in  the  faith,  will  secure  its  independence.”

JOSEPH,  youngest  son  of  Joseph  and  Mary  Shipley,  born  April  12th, 
1795:  entered  the  counting-house  of  Samuel  Canby  in  Philadelphia  at  the  age 
of  18.  In  1819  he  went  to  England  in  the  employ  of  John  Welsh,  of 
Philadelphia,  father  of  the  present  United  States  Minister  to  that  country. 
While  there  he  was  offered  a partnership  by  \\  illiam  Brown,  of  Liverpool, 
which  he  accepted,  and  the  firm  became  that  so  well  known  under  the  name  of 
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Brown,  Shipley  & Co  of  Liverpool  and  London.  He  continued  in  active 
business  for  thirty  years,  and  was  largely  instrumental  in  the  success  of  the 
firm,  and  in  the  building  up  of  its  reputation  for  ability  and  uprightness. 
His  health  failing,  he  withdrew  from  business,  and  in  1851  returned  to  his 
native  State,  and  purchasing  a large  property  in  Brandywine  Hundred,  built  a 
handsome  mansion  on  it,  to  which  he  gave  the  name  of  “ Rockwood."  His 
delicate  health  made  quiet  a necessity  for  him,  and  he  spent  his  time  in 
literary  pursuits  and  in  the  improvement  of  his  property.  lo  his  relatives 
he  was  always  very  liberal,  and  several  members  of  his  family  were  invited  by 
him  to  occupy  farms  in  his  neighborhood,  which  he  had  purchased.  He  d.  u.
